A TOP-HEAVY CRUISBB. 


When Senator Ingalls was defeated for 


re-election by the Kansas farmers last Win- 
tor he spoke against the useless expendi- 
ture of millions of dollars annual!} for 
building war vessels, which, in this age of 
invention are likely to be worthless for war 
purposes before they leave the stocks. 
Probably he knew at that time that the 
Philadelphia, a new steal cruiser of 4,392 
tons displacement and 10,750 horse-power, 
proved the truth cf what he asserted. It 
is now made public through the New York 
Times that the new oruiaer, which has been 
designated the flag ship o! the North At- 
Untie Station, is only kept from taming 
bottom side tip by .carrying all the water 
the can hold in her double bottom's space. 


The Times stated that during the past 


week Naval Constructor Mintoyne made a 
calculation showing that at least $275,000 
would be necessary to secure (or the Phil- 
adelphia the one feature of stability. A 
second calculation made by another naval 
officer placed the sum necessary to keep 
the vessel from turning bottom side up at 
$400,000. 


The actual condition of the new cruiser 


has only become generally known in the 
last month. 
On being accepted by the 


Government, she was fitted out for sea, and 
after a lengthy stay at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard was ordered to sail. Commandant 
Brain 
of 
the 
Navy 
Yard called tor 


a written statement from Naval Constructor 
Mintoyne that the vessel was fit to go to sea. 
Mintoyne refused to sign such a statement 
and insisted on learning the exact metaoen- 
trio height of the Philadelphia, that i», the 
point in the ship which is the center of 
gravity, and above which weight must not 
fce placed, because of the risk of capsizing. 


This height was found to be only four 


inches, though it should not be leas than 
twelve inches for safety olone, and for 
fighting not less thao sixteen inches, 


The tailors soy that the vessel's main 


battery gnnu could be made to dip their 
muzzles by putting the helm bard over, 
and it was found on calculation that if the 
lower coal bunkers were partially emptied, 
while the upper bunkers were full, the 
«bip would turn over from the* top weight. 
The vessel's steel masts have been taken 
out and replaced by light wooden spars,

Filzsimmone, the champion middle-weight 
pugilist, in a oatoh-as-oatoh-can wrestling 
match at the Occidental Club to-night for 
a $1,000 parse.

He worked loose 
and tried to roll Fitzsimmons ovor, the 
latter cleverly keeping his shoulders up. 
After a number of changes Fitzsimmons 
got the upper hold and turning Acton on 
his aide lifted him and placed him fairly 
on bis back. Time of bout, 11 minutes 
and 40 seconds. 


Acton tried half strangle hold in the 


second bout and held Fitzeimmona' head 
to the floor till then latter'a veins seemed 
about to burst and he waa red in the face. 
Twice he cleverly escaped being rolled over 
on his bask, but tho third time Acton suc- 
ceeded. Time, 4 minutes and 50 seconds. 


Acton got Fitzsimmons on his side in 


the next round and tried a leg twister, but 
Fitzsimmons went spinning on bis shoul- 
ders, narrowly escaping a fall.

then got a head hold and rolled him over, 
though Fitzsimmana bravely essayed to 
bold his own by bridging. 
Acton got him 


onto his right side and rolled him over, 
winning the bout and match in 12 minutes 
and 34 seconds.

Report of Superintendent of Railway 


Mail Service. 


WASHINGTON, November 27.—The an- 


nual report of General Superintendent 
White of the Railway Mail Service, shows 
at the close of the fiscal year, mails were 
carried on 159,518 miles of railroad in the 
United States. 
Postal clerks were em- 


ployed on 140,736 milei. Service on the 
remainder is performed by closed pouches.

CHILI AND THE UNITKD STATES. 


Before the November elections were 


held there waa much talk of a war with 
Chili. It was announced from Washing- 
ton that a great naval demonstration had 
been ordered to take place at Valparaiso, 
in which all the United States war vessels 
that dare venture into deep water were to 
participate. This led one or more of the 
big newspapers on the other side of the 
continent to make comparisons between 
Chili and the United States, one of which 
compiled from statistics is as follows: 


Chili is a narrow little strip of rock- 


ribbed and generally uninhabitable laud of 
less than 300,000 square miles area. 
The 


United States has an area of 3,000,000 
square miles. 
Chili has a population of 


less than 3,000,000; the United States a 
population of over 62,000,000. Chili's ma- 
terial resources will not begin to compare 
with those of the single State of Massachu- 
setts. Now exhausted by civil war, Chili 
has an army of about 6,000 men and dC,000 
reserve militia men; the United States has 
an army ol $35,000 men, and an available 
force besides of 7,000,000 men. Weak as 
is the United Slates navy, it is about six 
times stronger than the Chilean navy. 


This shows that a contest between the 


United States and Chili would be about as 
unequal as a fight between John L. Sullivan 
and a ten-year-old school boy. 


Tho Carson Appeal, commenting upon 


•n article in the Enterprise abandoning the 
fight for silver, thinks the editorial might 
have crept into the Enterprise while the 
editor was a way. It says: "To hold that 
the silver fight is no longer a Notional ie- 
•ne is a complete abandonment by Nevada

' for." As the Enterprise has not apoligized 
for unconditionally surrendering to the 
gold men, its editor evidently capitulated.

FINANCE. 


Its Reform the Problem of tlie Day. 
EDITOR JOUSNAL: — Now that Congress is 


about to assemble, it might be a good idea 
for the financiers of the country to expiess 
their views of the situation, and if they dis- 
cover any friction, to suggest a remedy. 
The bond and mortgage holders have told 
us that silver should never be used for re- 
deeming a bond or mortgage on account of 
its being a debased metal, and that gold 
alone should be used for the holy and 
divine purpose of ultimata redemption. 
Now, I happen to be one of those nnfcitan 
ate debtors who need a little enlightment 
from the bondholders and interest gatherers 
on how to meet our obligations with gold 
coin. The interest-bearing debts in the 
United States amounts (o more than $40, • 
000,000,000, or nearly double the assessed 
value of all the property. This immense 
debt is bearing an average rate of interest 
of not leea than 6 per cent., an aggregate 
of $2,400,000,000, yearly interest. We are 
told by the Director of the Mint that there 
ia less than $800,000,000 in gold coin in 
the United States. According to these fig- 
ures the debtors would have to get posses- 
sion of the entire amount of gold coin three 
times a year to meet their interest obliga- 
tions. When we consider the amount of 
gold that must bo held as a rent rye by 
banks, corporations and other institutions, 
it will be seen at a glance that it would be 
a physical impossibility to do it. Besides 
others might have, a demand on some of 
this gold that would be almost as impera- 
tive as that of the interest gatherer. The 
banka of Great Britain owe their depositors, 
payable on demand in gold, $3,500,000,- 
000, a sum equal to the entire amount ol 
gold kuown to exist in the world. Besides 
tbis sum which the banka owe their de- 
positors, the other countries owe the bond- 
holders of Great Britain $16,000,000,000, 
all payable in gold. Here ia one country 
alone that has a mortgage on four times as 
much gold as there is in existence, and 
their bond a are yearly increasing. 


With tbia condensed statement of some of 


the interest-bearing debts it will be seen at 
onoe that the situation is becoming very 
aeriona. Banka are failing on every hand, 
many corporations and individuals are 
hopelessly bankrupt. Money baa almost 
ceased to be a medium of exchange and is 
used almost wholly to buy bonds and pay 
interest. The debtors are beginning to real- 
ize that if their creditors were to under- 
take to enforce collection nine-tenths of 
them would he bankrupt. To the debtors 
it looks as if the question of the day was 
financial reform.
